WARRANT 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Temple in the County of Hillsborough, in said State, 
qualified to vote in Town affairs: | 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Temple, on Tuesday, the 
twelfth day of March next, at ten AM., to act upon the following subjects. 


Article 1. To cast your ballots for the election of all officers required to be elected to 
serve the Town of Temple for the ensuing year. 


Article 2. To cast your ballots for the election of such officers as may be required, by 
law, to serve the Contoocook Valley School District for the ensuing year. 


THE POLLS SHALL OPEN AT TEN A.M., AND SHALL CLOSE NOT EARLIER 
THAN SEVEN O’CLOCK IN THE EVENING. 


You are further notified to meet at the Municipal Building in said Temple, on Satur- 
day, the fourteenth day of March next, at ten o’clock in the morning, to act upon the 
following subject: 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5 12,223.00 
for Town charges and other necessary maintenance and operating expenditures. 


Article 4. To hear the reports of agents, auditors and committees or officers heretofore 
chosen and to pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the elected position of town 
auditors and instruct the Board of Selectmen to engage Certified Public Accountants to 
conduct outside independent audits pursuant to RSA 41:3. 


Article 6. To vote on the question of amending existing regulations respecting the su- 
pervision of the cemeteries of the Town of Temple, by adoption of the following: 

Voted, that all rules and regulations heretofore passed and adopted by the Town of 
Temple, N.H. at any regular or special Town Meeting, with respect to the care and 
maintenance of cemeteries of the Town be and the same are hereby rescinded and that 
the following statement of the duties of the “duties of Cemetery Trustee” and “rules 
and regulations” for the guidance of the Cemetery Trustees be and the same are hereby 
approved and adopted. 

CEMETERY TRUSTEES 

The Board of Trustees of Cemeteries of the town of Temple, shall be elected pursuant 
to the provisions of RSA 289:7. 

The Cemetery Trustees shall have charge of all cemetery work and they are autho- 
rized to expend such sums of money that become available for the care and improve- 
ment of the Cemeteries of the Town. 

They shall establish such rules and regulations as are resonable and necessary, for 
each and all Cemeteries of the Town, and such rules and regulations shall become ef- 
fective and binding after being presented to, and approved by any regular or special 
Town Meeting. 
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All monies for care and maintenance of cemeteries shall be paid into the Town Trea- 
sury. All expenditures shall be made from the Town Treasury after approval by the 
Cemetery Trustees. 

RULES AND REGULATIONS 

1. In order to maintain as near the natural grade as possible, all gradelines will be 
established by the Cemetery Trustees. 

2. All monuments and markers shall be located and set subject to approval of Ceme- 
tery Trustees. 

3. Charge for Miller Cemetery Lots. Single lots may be assigned by the Cemetery 
Trustees to legal residents of the Town at no charge. For each additional lot requested 
and assigned the charge will be determined by the Board of Trustees, payable to the 
Town at the time of assignment. 

4. Interments. All interments shall be made under the direction of Cemetery Trust- 
ees and all fees shall be established by the Board of Cemetery Trustees. 

5. Provision for care of Cemetery Lots. Residents who have made no provision for 
perpetual care of their lots, may, through the Cemetery Trustees, arrange for such care 
by depositing with the Trustees of Trust Funds (Cemetery Lots Perpetual Care Fund) 
the sum of $100.00 for each lot to be cared for. 

6. Non-Residents. Non-Residents may, upon request to the Trustees, be considered 
for the assignment of a lot in a cemetery. 

Money received under provision of the above paragraph will be placed in a special 
fund for general care and maintenance of the Cemeteries. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to designate the area of land in the far outfield, 
near the Tennis courts and basketball courts, for a playground. (No funding is 
requested). 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to allow a committee of at least five (5) to 
research and decide where the best area would be to construct a playground. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to have the road agent remove the macadam 
where the parking lot of the old fire house was, spread loam, and reseed the area. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,715.00 
to pay for the balance due on the Highway sander that the Town is now leasing and to 
authorize the Selectmen to sell the old sander. 


Article11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,100.00 
to complete the identification and signing of streets within the Town of Temple. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to withdraw $2,000.00 
from the Bridge Repair Reserve Fund for the purpose of repairing and/or replacing 
some of the bridge railings. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the so called BURTON LANE 
which runs in a westerly direction from Hadley Highway and ends at the Atter Brothers 
farm. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the section of the so called 
FARLEY BALL ROAD or OLD WEST ROAD which starts at West Road by the Teix- 
eira residence and runs in a westerly direction through the Maurice Stone property and 
the Louis Tainter property and ends at the upgraded CLASS V section of FARLEY 
BALL ROAD. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the section of OLD PETER- 
BOROUGH ROAD that starts at Route 101, runs in an easterly direction for approxi- 
mately 600 feet, and ends at the intersection. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Mansfield Public Library 
trustees to apply for, accept and expend, without further action by the town meeting, 
money from the state, federal or other governmental unit or a private source which 
becomes available during the fiscal year, provided that said funds shall: 


a. be used only for legal purposes for which a town may appropriate money; 

b. not require the expenditure of other town funds; and 

c. be exempt from all provisions of RSA 32, relative to limitation and expenditure of 
town moneys, all as allowed by N.H. RSA 202:4-c. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen and the 
Town Treasurer to borrow money in anticipation of taxes for the current fiscal year and 
to issue in the name and on the credit of the Town negotiable notes therefor. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen pursuant 
to RSA 31:95-b to apply for, accept, and expend without further action by the Town 
Meeting, money from the State, Federal or other Governmental unit or private source 
which becomes available during the fiscal year provided (1) such funds shall be used 
only for legal purposes for which the Town may appropriate money, (2) the Selectmen 
hold a public hearing on the action to be taken, (3) the action shall not require the 
expenditure of other Town funds.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
1991 


We would like to thank everyone who participated in the 1991 clean-up day. There were 
many who participated and we were able to get the center of Town, as well as many of 
the road sides, cleaned up with great success. All who participated were able to enjoy a 
ham dinner at 1:00. These who felt the need, continued working until everything was 
complete. 

The final cleanup, was that of the contaminated soil. This cleanup was completed 
relatively inexpensive compared to what we were expecting. Due to the dedication and 
research of Tim Fiske, the Town Road Agent. We are appreciative of all he did in seeing 
that this was completed. He does have a detailed report of his own. 

The Town Hall roof was re-roofed in 1991 by Kirby Elliot. The job was able to be 
completed for $6,469.00, we had appropriated $10,000.00 for this. The molding is still 
in need of repair as well as painting. It should also be noted, that when looking at the 
Cupola, it is in great need of repair and is something we need to consider in the near 
future. 

There were 22 building permits issued in 1991. 

We had our fair share of abatement applications in 1991. The most sought after rea- 
son for an abatement was that people felt their assessments had gone up. The fact is that 
the tax rate had gone up drastically, reflecting the large increase in tax dollars. The 
questions which pertained to “how can this rate be lowered,” we can only answer by 
saying how important it is to attend the Town Meeting and School District Meetings. 
This is where tax rates are set. 

Once again, we have been faced with the request of tax exempt status. This in itself 
will increase the towns portion of the tax rate if they can prove they are non-profit. This 
is something that has been turned over to Town Council and he will continue to handle 
this. If it is granted, it will put substantial tax burden on residents, as well as open doors 
for other organizations. 

We would like to thank Stewart Weeks for coming forth and fulfilling the position as 
the Wilton Recycling Center representative. He has enthusiastically taken this on. We 
would also like to thank Stewart Ross who volunteered to fulfill the vacancy as repre- 
sentative for the Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service. 

All in all it has been a memorable year!

The Temple Volunteer Fire Department responded to a total of 65 calls in 1991. The 
breakdown is as follows:

We now have 29 firefighters and 15 are New Hampshire State Certified. This year, we 
added 8 firefighters to our roster and we now have sufficient members available to 
handle most day and night calls. Temple was assisted 11 times by mutual aide from 
other towns this year. 

During 1991, we continued to vigorously pursue basic and advanced training for our 
personnel. Sixteen training drills were conducted in Temple with an attendance record 
of 223 firefighters. Our attendance at drills increased about 8% this year. Additional- 
ly, seven formal courses were attended at recognized fire schools with an attendance of 
8 firefighters. One of our firefighters, Deborah Canavan, received a certificate in First 
Responder training. She is also presently attending the 88 hour New Hampshire State 
Certified Firefighter Level I being sponsored by the Souhegan Mutual Fire Aide Asso- 
ciation. This course covers basic firefighting techniques and live fire training evolu- 
tions. It leads to certification at Firefighter Level I. 

The Physical Training Program continued this year with success. Each month, a spe- 
cial training session is held at the fire station. The group performs special exercises to 
prepare them for the annual Physical Fitness Test and to improve their general health. 
Attendance was good and when the test was administered, 12 of our firefighters passed 
the test and achieved certification. 

One of the side benefits, which we hoped to achieve by Physical Training, was the 
reduction of firefighter injuries. There were only two fireground-related injuries this 
year. This is excellent, considering that our volunteers participated in 7 times as many 
structural fires (the most hazardous type) in 1991 as compared to last year. 

NFPA 1500 is the nationally accepted firefighter occupational safety standard. Fire 
departments all over the United States adopt and adhere to this standard to protect their 
most valuable asset - the firefighter. Temple was one of the first area departments to 
adopt and implement the safety considerations described within the standard. Every 
year, further improvements are made. The steps taken this year include: 
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e¢ Upgraded the equipment used by 4 of our firefights to adhere with NFPA 1500 
standards. We now have 10 firefighters that use protective clothing which is 
100% compliant (35% of our members). 

e Our designated official Fire Department Physician has performed physicals on all 
new members and submitted results to the fire department for evaluation. 

e Conducted the first Blood Cholesterol and Urineanalysis Test for all members of 
the fire department. These tests help determine the risk of heart disease and also 
screen for Diabetes and Kidney Damage. 

e Submitted 10 of our firefighters to a Pulmonary Function Test at Monadnock 
Community Hospital. This test also establishes a baseline measurement of the 
capacity of the lungs. If, in the line of duty, a firefighter breaths toxic gas, flame, 
or hazardous ingredients, this capacity could be impaired. Having a baseline 
measurement on file provides a means to determine the extent of the damage if an 
accident occurs. 


One of the goals this year was for the Temple Fire Department to begin the process of 
establishing a CISD (Critical Incident Stress Debriefing) team within the fire depart- 
ment. The first step toward this goal was taken on November 20th when the Granite 
State Critical Incident Debriefing Team presented a seminar at the Temple Fire Sta- 
tion. Critical Incident Stress is a special condition which affects the performance of 
emergency response personnel. After a serious incident such as one which involves a 
fire death, personnel experience conditions similar to that which is commonly referred 
to as post traumatic stress. This can range from the simplest degree to symptoms so 
acute that they can experience very emotional disorders. It can lead to problems at home 
and even cause the person to quit the emergency service. The CISD Team is a group of 
trained professionals who are willing to assist in the debriefing and counseling of af- 
fected personnel. This helps the emergency personnel deal with the incident and allows 
the organization to return to normal. The program is excellent and hopefully this first 
step will eventually lead to a departmental team with similar goals. 

To assist in this goal, and also with other fireground support services for personnel 
and fire victims, we added a Chaplain to the Temple Fire Department. Rev. Herb 
Henry, of the Temple Congregational Church, is now the Fire Department Chaplain. 
He is also a full line firefighter and therefore is extremely valuable to us as a member. 

Two years ago, the Fire Department embarked on a program to improve the water 
supplies in Temple. We created a program, which provides an economical way to make 
the improvements without creating a financial burden for the town. The program works 
through the normal budgeting process. In one year, the amount of $500 is budgeted for 
purchase of the equipment (hydrant, piping, etc.). Then, in the following year, the 
same amount is used to pay for installation costs. In this way, every two years, an 
improvement is made. 

This year, we installed a Dry Hydrant on Hudson Road. A dry hydrant is a fire 
hydrant which does not have pressurized water. In large cities with a municipal water 
system, hydrants are under pressure from the local water system. A dry hydrant is basi- 
cally “DRY.” It looks like a regular hydrant but it is connected to a pipe which extends 
from the hydrant to the water which may be located some distance away. The fire trucks 
connect (quickly) to the hydrant and then “draft” (pump) the water out of the pipe by 
first taking out all the air and then letting atmospheric pressure push the water into the 
fire pump. 
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Last year we purchased the Dry Hydrant. This year, we purchased all the piping and 
adapters. Originally, we planned to install the hydrant in the center of town at the 
Maynard Pond. After we surveyed the site and contacted the state commission responsi- 
ble for obtaining a permit, we decided that this particular site could not be installed this 
year. It would require larger equipment to perform the dredging. Also, the permits, 
fees, site plans, and drawings would require more time than we had left this year to 
accomplish. So, we selected an alternate site—Hudson Road in Fire Zone #3. 

Mr. Frank Martines granted us permission to install a hydrant to his pond on Hudson 
Road. It is a fairly large pond which will support fire department tanker shuttle activi- 
ties at even large fires because of the volume of water it contains. In addition, this site is 
located in an area where we have a major deficiency. This new hydrant now serves as 
the major supply of emergency water for Hudson Road, Moran Road, Mansfield Road, 
Flanders Lane, Twillingate, and Cutter Road. 

Volunteers from the fire department donated the labor to install the hydrant and Tim 
Fiske donated the heavy equipment. We were slightly over the budget figure of $500 
this year because the piping we purchased (schedule 80 6”) was very long to reach the 
pond. But, we were under budget last year because we purchased the hydrant on sale for 
$399. We are very proud of this water supply improvement. It is the first such improve- 
ment in Temple in a VERY long time. And it was done without impacting existing taxes. 

Over the years, the Temple Fire Department has been the first in the area to imple- 
ment new firefighting tactics and techniques. Now, we continue that tradition this year 
by becoming the first area fire department to convert to a new and revolutionary fire- 
fighting technique - CLASS A FOAM. 

“Class A” refers to the type of fire involved. It pertains to ordinary combustibles 
such as wood, plastics, clothing, and so on. Class A Foam provides several major ad- 
vantages over using ordinary water. Some of the advantages are: rapid cooling and heat 
absorption, up to 50% reduction in smoke, helps prevent re-ignition, and overall, it 
reduces the water required and therefore the “water load” and damage to the building 
involved. 

The foam we are using, Ansul Silvex, is biodegradable, non-toxic, and has a 25 year 
Shelf life. In actual use, the 5 gallon reservoir can produce up to 1000 gallons of foam 
to attack the inside of a building fire. The efficiency of the water used is increased up to 
300%. What this means is, that our 750 gallons carried on Engine 1 is like having 2250 
gallons instead! And, if you consider that we have 2000 gallons on Engine 2, we have 
the effective firefighting capability of 8250 gallons of water! 

The conversion to Class A Foam was not simple. After we purchased the foam con- 
centrate, we purchased a Proportioner!Device to adapt the foam system to our truck 
(Engine 1). The, we purchased special nozzles and fittings to apply the foam. Two 80 
GPM (gallons per minute) nozzles and a 40 GPM nozzle with shutoffs were purchased. 
And, synthetic 12” hose was purchased to run the three lines. Then, two of our volun- 
teers modified the fire truck to install the necessary plumbing to adapt the whole sys- 
tem to the existing fire pump. This way, the foam can be applied without prior manual 
setup. You just pull onto the scene of an incident and you are ready to fight the fire with 
foam. We removed the 1” hose reel from the top of the truck and installed what is 
termed “cross lays”. These are three separate hoses (all preconnected to the pump) 
which lay in a wooded container separated by partitions. The lines to fight the fire will 
normally be pulled from these cross lays to fight the fires. 
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We also retrofitted the Forestry Truck “Indian Tanks” by installing custom built 
nozzles onto the ends. This allows us to use foam at brush fires as well. 

Converting to Class A Foam makes sense for Temple. We live in a rural area where 
water is a problem to supply in large quantities. Also, since Temple only has two fire 
trucks, the total capacity of 2750 gallons of water available does not really go far if you 
have a serious fire. 

This conversion was beyond the scope of our annual budget. In an effort to assist the 
Town of Temple, the Temple Volunteer Fire Department has used $2,000.00 of monies 
obtained this year through fundraising to help defray the cost of the project. As a result 
of the unselfish efforts by our volunteers, and this contribution, we made the switch to 
foam in an economic and reasonable fashion. And, our overall effectiveness as a rural 
fire department has been improved. 

During this year, the Fire Department continued to pursue an aggressive Fire Pre- 
vention Program. Our Fire Prevention Team, consisting of eight firefighters, distrib- 
uted brochures and visited the schools to teach the children about fire safety. Fire drills 
were also conducted. Additionally, the Temple first grade toured the Temple Fire Sta- 
tion and learned how fire departments operate. Also, the Fire Department sponsored a 
course for the Lucas Foundation on Fire Extinguishers and Fire Prevention. 

We completed a large project this year. All houses in Temple were assigned numbers 
in order to locate them in case of emergency. Members of the fire department visited all 
the homes to drop off the new phone stickers which have the house number on them. 
This number can be used for any emergency such as fire, police, or ambulance. If you 
do not have a number, contact the fire department and one will be supplied. 

In addition to the 156 hours of scheduled maintenance, volunteers spent many hours 
restoring the condition of the equipment and trucks. As a result of their contribution, 
there were no serious breakdowns in 1991 and all apparatus remained in reliable condi- 
tion. Hour meters were installed in all trucks this year to better determine the amount 
of time the trucks are being used. Mileage is not a good determining factor since most 
apparatus is used while parked in a given location (for example - pumping). Mileage 
only indicates the distance to and from destinations. 

Early this year, Temple Fire Department obtained a high-power low band transceiv- 
er which was quickly converted to our frequency. It was installed in the fire station to 
act as a Base Station Radio. The higher power output of the radio has improved commu- 
nications, especially when trying to reach our trucks when they are in a distant town. It 
is also BATTERY POWERED which should prove valuable in times such as a hurricane 
when AC power is lost. 

The overhead door openers in the front of the fire station have been replaced this 
year. The old openers did not open all the way up. Certain fire trucks from other towns 
could not get into the station. Now, the new units open all the way up to solve the 
problem. The old door openers were moved to the rear doors of the station. These im- 
provements were accomplished using monies raised by our fundraising activities and 
through generous donations including the labor to install them. 

The Temple Fire Department Reserve Membership was dissolved during 1991. After 
much discussion, it was decided that the Fire Department Auxiliary serves the purpose 
and objectives for which the Reserve was created. Therefore, it was not required and 
members had the choice to enter the Temple Fire Department or to join the Auxiliary. 
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During 1991, the Temple Volunteer Fire Department has participated in various 
other projects and activities. Some of these are: 


* Continued to support the Temple Newsletter including reporting, 
collating, distribution, and reminder telephone calls. 

* Purchased our own Santa Claus suit and used it to take Santa to the 
Town Hall for the Children’s Christmas Party. Also, we now travel all 
over the community with Santa in Rescue 1. We visit houses and deliver 
gifts and candy to the children. 

* This year, we participated in the Memorial Day Parade for the first 
time. The Fire Department marched with the other units during the 
parade while carrying a banner especially created by Kraemer Design for 
this purpose. 

* Twice during the year, we used fundraising money to provide activities 
to thank the volunteers for the outstanding job they do for us. This year, 
we sponsored a Picnic on August 11 and a Christmas Party on December 
Tth. 


Concerning the budget plan for 1991, the Board of Fire Engineers has increased our 
budget by approximately 8%. In 1992, we will need to replenish the foam supply and 
provide for enhancements to the existing system. Additionally, Engine 1 will require 
“preventive repairs next year to keep it in reliable condition. Although the budget is 
being raised, it is still below the 1990 budget. 

There were 30 building inspections conducted in 1991 at no cost to the town. 

The Temple Volunteer Fire Department conducted six fundraisers this year. Monies 
raised were used to purchase overhead garage door openers for the fire station and to 
install the foam equipment into Engine 1 ($2,000). 

We received many generous donations throughout the year and are very grateful to 
everyone in Temple for supporting us. The Fire Department would especially like to 
thank the Fire Department Auxiliary whose tireless efforts on our behalf are greatly 
appreciated.

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FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


1991 was a very dry and busy year for the New Hampshire Forest Fire Service as well 
as local fire departments due to our increase in the number of fires. Our three major 
causes of fires in 1991 were non-permit, children and smoking materials. 450 wildland 
fires in New Hampshire burned approximately 150 acres for an average fire size of one- 
third acre. 

Primarily, the local fire department is responsible for extinguishing these fires. 
Keeping the average fire size this small is a tribute to early detection by citizens, our 
fire tower lookout system and the quick response of our trained local fire departments. 

In every municipality, there is a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy Wardens that 
are reponsible for directing suppression action on wildland fires, working with other 
fire department members under the direction of the N.H. Forest Fire Service to make 
sure that all fire department members are properly trained and equipped for suppress- 
ing wildland fires. Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Wardens receive specialized train- 
ing each year, presented by the N.H. Forest Fire Service, to keep their skill level and 
knowledge of forest fire laws up to date. 

The local Warden and selected Deputy Wardens are also responsible for issuing burn- 
ing permits for any open burning that is to be done in their community. In New Hamp- 
shire, any open burning, except when the ground is completely covered with snow, 
requires a written fire permit prior to lighting the fire. Before doing any open burning, 
it is recommended that you contact your local fire department to see if a permit is 
required and to save your community the cost of sending fire equipment on a false 
alarm. Any person violating the permit law (RSA 224:27) shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 

Please help your local Warden and fire department by requesting a fire permit before 
kindling a fire, be understanding if they tell you it is not a safe day to burn and help 
keep New Hampshire green! Thanks you for being fire safe.

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SOUTHWEST REGION PLANNING COMMISSION 


The Southwest Region Planning Commission is a membership supported extension of 
local government which offers many services to its members. Among the services cur- 
rently available to Temple as a result of your membership are: unlimited telephone sup- 
port and office consultation regarding land use issues, attendance at up to six (6) meet- 
ings during the year with the Planning Board (or other boards) to help resolve local 
concerns, help to prepare or review minor land use regulations and basic planning 
services. 

The Commission is pleased to offer the Planning Board Assistance Program, a 
unique program whereby you would receive the benefit of 96 hours of a professional 
Planner’s time to help with very specific needs at an annual cost of $2,400. Frequently, 
this includes review of proposed subdivisions or site plans. The Commission is also 
available to prepare master plans, water resource management plans, capital improve- 
ment programs, special traffic studies, detailed impact studies, extensive zoning ordi- 
nance revisions, or other special studies. We encourage Planning Boards to tackle one 
major project every two years and not wait until all planning documents are out-of-date. 

In the last year the Commission has gained extensive experience with Geographic 
Information System (GIS) mapping. We are prepared to develop GIS maps of tax par- 
cels, zoning districts, land use maps, wetlands, or various combinations. 

The Commission is also willing to help Temple to acquire its share of state or federal 
grant monies. Your membership allows the Commission to discharge its responsibility 
to the Southwest Region. In addition to maintaining a library of information and re- 
source materials, the Commission works with many local and regional groups around 
issues that affect us all - transportation, housing, open space preservation, river protec- 
tion, recreation, etc. 

The annual dues are based on a rate of $1.00 per capita, according to the latest popu- 
lation figures. The dues for 1992, $1,194.00, are the same as last years.

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SOUHEGAN VALLEY AMBULANCE SERVICE, INC. 


The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service, Inc. continues to provide efficient, profes- 
sional, and quality service to the communities of Greenville, Mason, New Ipswich and 
Temple. This service is only possible due to our well-trained Driver/Attendants, all of 
whom are volunteers. Many of these volunteers are nationally registered Emergency 
Medical Technicians-Ambulance, and have also undergone advanced training to be- 
come EMT-Intermediates (which includes the administering of IV’s and Advanced 
Life Support Techniques). 

In order to provide continuous service, at least three attendants are scheduled to be on 
call every night from 6:00 p.m. to 6:00 a.m. Each attendant is scheduled approximately 
seven times a month, as well as answering calls during the day whenever possible. 
Daytime continues to be a very difficult period to cover, so there is a great need for 
volunteers who are able to spare some of their daytime for the service. Any resident of 
the four towns represented is encouraged to contact any Driver/Attendant or member of 
the Board of Directors if they would like to be part of our great organization. 

The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service, Inc. continues to operate at no cost to the 
individual requiring emergency service. We have worked very hard to keep our cost 
down and be able to provide top notch service and care. Your very generous donations 
have helped us to do just that. Many of the essentials we need to operate efficiently have 
come from your generosity. 

We are not lacking in dedication and spirit from the many volunteers who respond to 
approximately 300 calls each year in our 100 sq. mile coverage area, doing so without 
any compensation. Our greatest need for many years has been a building in which we 
could house our ambulances and provide space for meetings and the ever on-going 
training. 

With your generosity, the help of the local construction community and especially 
the commitment by the students of the Mascenic Building Program, the construction of 
our new facility is now underway. This Ambulance Bay will be completed by the end of 
the school year and we look forward to inviting everyone to an open-house to see our 
beautiful building, constructed without the need of any tax money from the four towns 
we serve. All of us at SVAS would like to take this opportunity to thank you, the resi- 
dents of our area for your on-going support of this project. Without your help, the con- 
struction of our new building could not have been accomplished.

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MONADNOCK FAMILY SERVICES 


Overview of Services Provided for the Town of Temple 


Monadnock Family Services provides a full range of treatment for individuals who 
need counseling or who are experiencing a mental disorder. There are no restrictions 
based on diagnosis or age, and we continue to offer services to clients with little to no 
income. The Peterborough District Office is open five days and three nights every 
week. The Jaffrey District Office is open three days and one evening each week. Based 
in our Peterborough Office, we provide 24 hour Emergency Services, 7 days a week, 
365 days a year. As a part of that coverage, Monadnock Family Services staff also 
provide crisis services to the Monadnock Community Hospital emergency room, and to 
patients admitted to the medical units upon a physician’s request. 

‘It is our goal to maintain quality services to residents of our catchment area, and to 
provide for the identified counseling needs of the community. 

Last year the Monadnock Family Services served over 1132 individuals in your area 
with more than 23 ,046 visits for direct treatment. Services we offer in addition to Emer- 
gency Services include: Psychiatric Assessment and Medication Treatment, Case Man- 
agement, Housing and a Day Treatment Program. This figure is reflective of open 
cases and does not contain those individuals who may have been seen as adjunct mem- 
ber of treatment (i.e., family members, school personnel, legal or other sources of 
referral). 

This past year for the town of TEMPLE we provided 764 visits for direct treatment. 
Of the 30 open cases, 16 were male and 14 were female, 4 were under the age of 18, 26 
between the ages of 18 and 59, and 0 were 60 or older. 

None of these individuals were certified as chronically mentally ill and 4 were certi- 
fied as severely mentally ill, as per New Hampshire Department of Mental Health 
guidelines. The average fee for service, paid by the client, was $0.47 per hour. 

Primary referral sources were as follows: self-referred, physicians, social service 
agencies, schools, and courts, in that order. 

MFS Adult Care Center was open 860 hours in 1991, with an average daily atten- 
dance of approximately 18 clients. We provided over 15,526 hours of service to elderly 
residents and their families. Many of the clients in the program have Alzheimer’s Dis- 
ease or related illnesses due to aging. 

The dollar amount requested from your town to help us continue offering these ser- 
vices, is arrived at by multiplying the 1990 Census Bureau population figure by $1.00. 
This per capita amount includes no increase from last two years. The amount we are 
requesting is $1,188.00 
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TEMPLE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


I would like to thank all the residents of Temple for their cooperation and continued 
support of the Police Department. 1991 was a year of change and improvement. Most 
residents have seen the new uniform, cruiser improvements and new police station. 
What you may not know is that the uniform change, repairs to the old cruiser and much 
of our office equipment was at no cost to the Town of Temple. In fact the Temple Police 
Dept. has procured over $6,000.00 in equipment and services at no cost to the town. 
Every officer on the department has volunteered his own personal time, money and 
labor to improve the overall condition of the department. 

The effectiveness of the Police Dept. has been greatly improved by the officers con- 
tinued monthly training through the State Police and our own monthly training ses- 
sions. Each officer has been trained in such areas as Domestic Violence and Abuse, 
D.W.I., The PR-24, Firearms, Hazardous Material accidents and much more. The im- 
plementation of “911” has made it easier for residents to contact the Police, Fire De- 
partment and Ambulance. The Town of Temple now has new and up-to-date Mutual 
Aid agreements with the neighboring towns. Our ability to talk directly to them, along 
with the State Police and Sheriff's Department, has enhanced our effectiveness as a 
Police Department. 

1991 was a very eventful year for the Police Department. The Police Department 
calls and investigations ranged from arson, stolen vehicles and stolen property, to dog 
complaints. I will post the 1991 statistics at Town Meeting for you. Overall, calls for 
service and court activity has increased. My goals for 1992 are to continue with depart- 
ment improvements, officer training, safety talks at the school and community proj- 
ects. Again, thank you for your cooperation and continued support of the Police 
Department. 

In closing the Temple Police Department and the Town of Temple owe a special 
“Thank You” to the Temple Fire Department and the Highway Department for their 
valued assistance in the upgrading of the department and the use of their facilities. 
Also, I would like to give Officer Peter Clegg and Officer Dave Elder “A Salute from 
the Chief” for their outstanding performance and professionalism. Thank you 
gentlemen!

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 
1991 


Winter: . 

Although the winter months of 1991 seemed fairly mild, things did mount up. We had 
eighteen snow storms that we had to plow the roads during. Only six of these storms 
were large enough to warrant plowing driveways. During two of the storms, driveways 
were plowed twice, making a total of eight times that driveways were plowed. 

The Highway Department used 276 tons of salt and approximately 1600 yards of sand 
on the roads in our efforts to keep them passable. 

The article for a new sander was kept out of the Town Warrant in 1991 due to a last 
minute decision. As an alternative, a new sander was leased for the latter part of the 
winter. At this years Town Meeting, we will have an article asking the Town to pur- 
chase this new sander. The price will be $3715.00 rather than $7200.00 as all lease 
payments are going towards the purchase. We have already paid for half of the price of 
the sander out of our regular budget which in turn keeps down the total monies to be 
raised. 

Summer: 

One of the first projects that we took on this past summer was the disposition of the 
polluted soil that was unearthed from behind the Library. After examining several op- 
tions, we had it trucked to a facility in Charlton, Mass. They offered us the better price 
of any of the licensed facilities that we looked into. 

Once the polluted soil was trucked to the facility, it was crushed down in size, mixed 
with a clean aggregate, and mixed again with liquid asphalt. The final product is used 
to pave roads, as the theory is that the asphalt seals in the pollutants and does not allow 
them to escape. 

The excavation of the polluted soil behind the Library left us with a hole which we 
have since filled in. We used dirt cleaned from roadsides for partial filling and finished 
the filling with sand donated from Bruce Kullgren. This was then topped off with loam 
from the Highway Departments stockpile and then seeded. One section was made into a 
parking lot, paved and sealed. Shrubbery and flowers will be planted in another section 
when the monies are available. 

With that project aside, we were able to proceed with our normal maintenance which 
includes the grading and ditching of all of the dirt roads. Approximately 1100 yards of 
gravel was spread on Hudson and Fish Roads with about another 900 yards spread on 
. various bad spots around town. 

The paved sections of Mansfield, Cutter, Moran, Hill, and Colburn Roads were 
ditched, shimmed with cold bituminous concrete, and sealed with hot liquid asphalt. 
Also, all of the culverts were cleaned and the few that needed replacing were replaced. 
Pending budget approval, this will be done to East, Webster, and North Roads in 1992. 
It is important to keep up with this maintenance program to keep our paved roads 
intact. 

The brush chipper purchased in 1989 has proved invaluable. Calculating the amount 
of hours we have put on this equipment and the amount it would be to rent a comparable 
machine per hour, it has paid for itself completely. 

On August 19, 1991, we were hit with Hurricane Bob. Despite ten inches of rain and 
sixty miles per hour winds, we had all of the debris cleaned up weeks before most other 
towns. We felt blessed to have our own chipper. 
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The damage estimate from Hurricane Bob was only approximately $6000.00, which 
includes damage done to a bridge on Converse Rd. The monies for the clean-up and 
repair, which was done by the Highway crew, was taken from the regular Highway 
funds. At some point in 1992, we will receive a check for approximately $4500.00 
from the Federal Emergency Agency to reimburse the town for damages done by 
“Bob”. This money will go into the Town General Fund to be applied towards taxes. 

In September 1991, between our summer and fall duties, we dug our diesel fuel tank 
out of the ground and did away with it. Our fuel supplier furnished us with a new 1000 
gallon above-ground tank to use. This allows us to monitor the tank to avoid possible 
leaks and the problems caused by them. In the near future, a containment shed should 
be built for both the fuel and gasoline tanks which would eliminate any possibility of 
accidental leaks or spills completely. 

Every two years the State Department of Transportation sends their bridge engineers 
to inspect the Towns bridges. On their last inspection it was recommended that we 
attend to several of the bridge railings. The Town currently has over $40,000 in its 
Bridge Repair Fund. This year we will have an article in the Town Warrant asking that 
$2000.00 from this fund be withdrawn for materials needed to build new railings for 
two of our bridges. All labor and machinery will come from the Highway Department 
Budget. 

This Bridge project is necessary to demonstrate to the State that we are attempting to 
keep our bridges safe. In the not-to-distant future, it will be necessary to start a pro- 
gram of rebuilding and/or widening several of the bridges in town. Due to the flagging 
economy at present though, it is best to hold off on this program for the time being.

This being my first year as Cemetery and Common Supervisor, I tried to follow in 
Albert Quinns footsteps. 

We had a good turnout of people on our annual Town Spring Clean-up Day. Many of 
the lawns and the common were raked and the leaves carted off. Roadside trash was 
picked up and disposed of, and dead limbs that had fallon during the winter months 
were cleaned up. Many thanks to all of the people that helped with this project. 

In the spring months, all of the cemeteries were raked and the grass mowed as per 
usual. Through the summer, the brush was cut back around the cemeteries and the back 
side of Miller Cemetery was leveled off. We suffered some damage from hurricane Bob 
and the downed tree limbs as a result were quickly chipped up by the Highway Depart- 
ment and their chipper. 

In the fall, several of the old grave marker stones that had been broken off in East 
Cemetery were repaired. Two of the large grave stones were cleaned and sealed. Acid 
rain and time are wreaking havoc on these stones. We will try to follow a program of 
cleaning and sealing a few stones each year to maintain these stones. 

The lettering for the gateway stone to East Cemetery was done (see photo). The mark- 
er stone for the Miller Cemetery was carved and mounted also (see photo). This work 
was done in accordance with Article 17 voted in at Town Meeting in the spring of 1991. 

As a finishing touch before winter set in, the leaves and pine needles were raked off 
both East and Miller Cemeteries. Approximately 2000 pounds of lime was spread over 
the moss in Miller Cemetery just before the first snow fall. More lime will be spread 
during 1992 in an effort to control this moss.

1991 has been a discouraging year for the library. Our planned addition to catch up on 
30 years of need was turned down on the third vote of the town. A lot of money was 
consequently paid for nothing. Several public meetings have been held to try for a plan 
for a bare minimum—water, bathroom and handicapped access—but so far nothing 


concrete has evolved. 


We celebrated National Library Week, “Kids Who Read Succeed,” by sponsoring a 
poster contest for the local school children. Prizes were awarded and refreshments 


served during Open House on April 16th. 


The annual Strawberry Festival was held on June 2 and our profit from that was 


$147.00. 
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The Summer Fun Reading Program began on June 11th and ended on Aug. 20th. 
Fifty-two children completed the program and read a total of 882 books. Prizes were 
gift certificates at the Toadstool Book Shop. For the first time since the program began 
in 1969 we could not accommodate the number for some sort of ending program or 
party. We need extra funds to hire the Town Hall for such an occasion. 

Our pre-school story hour is held on Tuesday mornings with Lisa Ferrill. The Kin- 
dergarten visit occasionally, and the elementary school children come on Tuesdays and 
Fridays. 

On September 29th we heid a successful book and pie sale at the Harvest Festival 
which brought in $667.00. 

211 books were purchased this year and 197 were donated (estimated value of 
$1,500.00). 9 magazine subscriptions were also given to us. In an effort to gain more 
space, 1,449 books were removed from the library collection this year.

MANSFIELD PUBLIC LIBRARY BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
BUILDING FUND 


As you know, the Town appropriated monies at the 1991 Town Meeting to return to the 
Library that portion of the $15,000.00 transferred by the Library Trustees to the Town 
on November 7, 1990 attributable to contributions (as opposed to fund-raising). Contri- 
butions from specific, identifiable individuals prior to the date of transfer to the Town 
totalled $10,936.50. Accordingly, a check in that amount was requested, received and 
deposited in the Mansfield Public Library Building Fund. When added to the monies 
already in that Fund from contributions and fund-raising activities made after Novem- 
ber 7, 1990, the total on September 29, 1991 was $14,223.60. 

A letter was sent to all identifiable contributors requesting that they return a form 
indicating whether they wished their contribution returned or retained in a Library 
Building Fund. While the vast majority have chosen that their contributions be re- 
tained, to this date seven contributions totalling $850.00 have been returned. As of 
December 31, 1991, we had not heard from twenty-four donors whose contributions 
total $1765.00. As of December 16, 1991, monies in the Mansfield Public Library 
Building Fund totalled $13,558.09.

Meeting called to order at 10:00 a.m. Moderator, David Sullivan, read the warrant and 
the list of people elected to office. 


Article 1: Elected March 12, 1991:

Town Clerk, Constance E. Hathaway; Town Treasurer, Raymon C. Willard; Tax Col- 
lector, Beulah M. Sullivan; Road Agent, Timothy Fiske; Supervisor of the Checklist 
for six years, Fred Zoll; Auditors, Debra M. Canavan, Steven McGettigan; Trustee of 
the Trust Funds for three years, Nancy F. Woods; Library Trustee for three years, Silas 
Little, Elizabeth B. Sullivan, E. Leonard Woods; Library Trustee for two years, Va- 
cancy—no one filed; Planning Board Member for three years, Richard Whitcomb; 
Write-in for Planning Board for three years, Bruce Kullgren, Sr.; Planning Board 
Member for two years, Bruce H. Kullgren, Jr.; Fire Engineer, David Taylor. 


Article 2: Elected March 12, 1991: 
Moderator for the Contoocook Valley School District for the ensuing year, Harvey 
Chandler; School Board for three years, William Wolfe. The vote on the School Ballot- 
Proposed Amendment to the Articles of Agreement results were as follows:

Article 3: Selectman Glenn Nutting read town budget, asked to raise and appropriate 
$538,222.00 for Town charges and other necessary maintenance and operating expen- 
ditures. Motion by Debra Nutting to delay voting on the budget until Article 5 was voted 
upon. Seconded by Elizabeth Sullivan. Vote in the affirmative. 


Article 4: Motion by Chris Weston to raise and appropriate the sum of $65,000.00 to 
pay costs associated with the cleanup of the petroleum product spill, or take any other 
action relative thereto. (By Selectman) Seconded by Glenn Nutting. Motion made by B. 
Kullgren and seconded by Walter Mazza to go on to Article 5 before acting on Article 4. 
Hand vote asked. Vote in the negative. Returned to Article 4. Vote in the affirmative. 


Article 5: Motion by Robert Frazier to rescind Article 3 of the town warrants as voted 
upon at the Annual Town Meeting on March 16, 1990; to authorize the Selectmen to 
pay $37,399.00 in charges which have been incurred to date in relation to Article 3. (By 
petition) Seconded by Walter Mazza. A written ballot was requested by Robert Frazier 
and Elizabeth Sullivan. Vote in the affirmative by ballot vote.

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Article 3: Motion by Glenn Nutting to raise and appropriate the sum of $538,222.00 for 
Town charges and other necessary maintenance and operating expenditures. After 
much discussion on the budget items, a motion by George Heck to revise the $6500.00 
budgeted for Independent Audit to include only those expenses incurred to date. Sec- 
onded by William Richardson. Vote in the negative. Motion by Glenn Nutting to in- 
crease the amount of $18,000.00 to $55,399.00 for the ensuing Fiscal year 1991 for 
General Gov’t Buildings, thus raising and appropriating the sum of $575,621.00 for 
Town charges and other necessary maintenance and operating expenditures. Seconded 
by Russell Tyler. Vote in the affirmative. 


Article 6: To hear the reports of agents, auditors, and committees or officers heretofore 
chosen, and to pass any vote relating thereto. Required no action, and none taken. 


Article 7: Motion by Robert Kruger to adopt the provisions of RSA 72-43-f for the 
adjusted elderly exemptions from property tax. This statute provides for the following 
exemptions, based on assessed value, for qualified taxpayers: for a person 65 years of 
age up to 75 years, $25,000; for a person 75 years of age up to 80 years of age, $35,000; 
for a person 80 years of age and older, $50,000. To qualify, the person must have been 
a Temple resident for at least five (5) years; own the real estate individually or jointly, 
or if the real estate is owned by his spouse, they must have been married for at least five 
years. In addition, the taxpayer must have a net income of less than $10,000 or if mar- 
ried, a combined net income of less than $12,000, and own assets of $30,000 or less, 
excluding the value of the person’s residence. Seconded by Richard Wasowicz. Vote in 
the affirmative. 


Article 8: Motion by Robert Kruger stated that the Town authorize the Board of Select- 
men to take whatever Legal Action necessary to cause the Conval School District to 
assess each town in the district in proportion to its equalized tax base only; and raise 
and appropriate the sum of seven thousand ($7,000.00) for legal expenses; and to au- 
thorize the Board of Selectmen to appoint a committee of three (3) persons to work with 
the towns of Antrim and Greenfield for this purpose. Seconded by Glenn Nutting. Vote 
in the negative. 


Article 9: Motion by Robert Frazier to have the Selectmen investigate the actions of the 
architect associated with the proposed library expansion to insure that all terms of the 
agreed contract which refers to an environmental study, were in compliance with said 
contract; to authorize the Selectmen, if necessary to recover such sums of money from 
said architect as may have been expended as a result of non compliance; to urge the 
Selectmen to pursue such actions vigorously. (By petition) Seconded by Glenn Nutting. 
Vote in the negative. 


Article 10: Motion by Robert Frazier to hire a part-time Chief of Police for a period of 
one year, or until the next annual town meeting; to authorize the Selectmen to appoint a 
citizens review board of five registered voters of the Town to report at the next annual 
town meeting as to the requirement or necessity of the Town to have a full or part-time 
Chief of Police. (By petition) Mr. Frazier asked to withdraw this motion and to accept 
the recommendations of the Police Study Committee. Seconded by Robert Kruger. 
Vote in the affirmative. 
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Article 11: Motion by Debra Nutting to raise and appropriate the sum of $4200 for the 
Contoocook Housing Trust, to support its goals of creating and maintaining affordable 
housing for low and moderate income families, or take any other action thereto. (By 
petition) Seconded by Russell Tyler. Vote in the negative. 


Article 12: Motion by Wilfred Weston to accept to elect Town Officials; those being 
Town Clerk, Tax Collector, Town Treasurer and Road Agent, to hold three year terms. 
Seconded by Russell Tyler. Vote was a unanimous affirmative. 


Article 13: Motion by Glenn Nutting to discontinue the elected position of town audi- 
tors and instruct the Board of Selectmen to engage Certified Public Accountants to 
conduct outside independent audits pursuant to RSA41:3. Seconded by Russell Tyler. 
Vote in the negative. 


Article 14: Motion by Glenn Nutting to raise and appropriate the sum of seven thou- 
sand, nine hundred fourteen dollars and thirty cents ($7,914.30) for the purchase of 
trailers, bucket/grapple, glass crusher and roof for the Wilton Recycling Center; to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend grants from the Gov- 
ernors Recycling Grant Program and the amount of three thousand, nine hundred fifty- 
seven dollars and fifteen cents ($3,957.15) Seconded by Russell Tyler.

1991. The amended motion was seconded by Debra Nutting. A hand vote was asked. 
Vote in the affirmative. 


Article 17: To hear the report of the special committee set up under article #11 of the 
1990 warrant, and to take the proper action relating thereto, including raising and ap- 
propriating needed funds. The report was read by Albert Quinn. He read the following 
motion: Be it moved that the report of the special “Cemetery Marker” Committee be 
accepted as printed on page 41 of this Town Report and that the Town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,250.00 to defray the cost of said project. Be it further moved 
that the Selectmen shall be authorized to accept, and to expend such sums of money that 
may be given and dedicated to the furtherance of said cemetery marker program. Sec- 
onded by Glenn Nutting. Vote was a unanimous affirmative.

Article 18: The voters of the Town of Temple respectfully request the Congress of the 
United States to propose an amendment of the United States Constitution, for the ratifi- 
cation by the states, specifying that Congress and the states shall have the power to 
prohibit the physical desecration of the flag of the United States. Russell Tyler made a 
motion to adopt Article 18 as written.
